nearly 116,000, which was only partly 
covered b y insurance. 
A t 
ab out 7 o’clock Peek’s 
gun* 
stock factory was found 
to b e on 
fire. 
T he fire was plainly incendiary 
in its origin as testified b y those who 
first arrived on the scene. 
T he factory 
was a collection of b uildings one and 
two stories in height, located near t he 
N orthw estern depot on Avenue I» and 
Second street, 
A south wind pre 
vailed and the dames soon enveloped 
the entire factory, the fire d epa rtm en t 
b eing powerless a t first on account of 
lack of pressure. 
T he living sparks in 
the a l r j a t several tim es sta rte d up 
fires on the roofs of the live-story Ma­ 
sonic T em ple and also on the M ercan­ 
tile b uilding. 
These were, however, 
sub dued with small loss.
